The military authorities have 


10 control over the saloons, and the

o cannot be kept out of them, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 


It is notorious that Bince'-'the aboli- 
ion of the canteen, saloohs, many of 
hem most disreputable, have sprung 
ip around the army posts. Comman'd- 
ng officers 
have appealed to the li- 


censing authorities to do something to 
abate the nuisance, but they have been 
deaf to the appeals. They see only the 
revenue side of the \iuestlon. 
The 


nore drinking places they license the 
more money there is to spend. . 


It is strange'that the agitators who 


have done so much to demoralize the 
soldiers by the abolition of the can- 
teen should make no attempts to sup- 
press the saloons they have called into 
existence.
